A point of vast importance to 
both sides Us that Ute Russo-Ger­ 
man struggle and Ute projected 
Allied invasion of France are in 
considerable degree interdependent. 
Should Ute Germans crack in Rus­ 
sia. it might result in a speeding up 
Allied plans for invasion, to take 
advantage of Nazi weakness. 
May Aid Invasion 
Presumably a disaster in Russia 
would 
force 
Hitler 
to withdraw 
troops from western Europe to de­ 
fend his eastern frontier. 
Today's 
reports show 
Hitler 
rushing 
all 
available reserves into battle in the 
Ukraine theatre in an effort to halt 
the Red onslaught. Should he have 
to deplete his forces in France, 
obviously the invasion across the 
English channel would be simplified. 
The Red tactics are resulting in 
Ute development of the dangerous 
drive directly west into pre-war 
Poland, and further south we have 
the turning movement 
that 
has 
brought the Russians within a score 
of miles of the Warsaw-Odessa rail­ 
road upon which the Nazis depend 
so heavily. In this southern sector

Farmer Indicted 
In Murder Case 


Mercer, Pa.. Jan. 12 (AP)—Justice
